Replacement  of  the  chlorination  apparatus  enabled  the  swimming  bath  to 
continue  in  use,  though  difficulties  were  imposed  by  turbidity  due  to  the 
growth  of  algae  and  allied  micro  organisms  between  changes  of  water, 
leading  to  variable  utilisation  of  chlorine* 

Sterilisation  under  these  circumstances  is  by  the  relatively  slow 
chloramines,  not  free  chlorine. 

The  bath  fulfills  a most  valuable  function  for  a wide  area,  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  record  that  discussions  continued  on  the  subject  of  a 
completely  new  bath  with  modern  filtration  and  chlorination  apparatus. 

The  results  of  seventeen  bacteriological  samples  examined  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  are  given  below.
